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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant alleges support for holes the same size 
as one another by pointing to the drawings and stating that the holes are one-half the size of the passage blocks. This is unpersuasive 
since the drawings do not show an exact equivalency to the precise manner to point out that there is the same size dimensions. If 
applicant believes that the drawings can support such a precise statement, then the examiner's use of the drawings as evidence that the 
prior art has holes the same size to the precision of the examiner's eye should be accepted and the rejection should be upheld. The 
consideration of the hole size to passage blocks are not related to Issues of being the same size since the disclosure does not state that 
the passage blocks are the same size, as any other passage block. Additionally, the phrase "same size" is broadly interpreted to 
encompass any measurement In any desired direction of the hole. Thus, from the examiner's use of the drawings of the prior art as basis 
to the extent in the same manner alleged by applicant's use of applicant's drawings. It is deemed that there is a dimension which can be 
seen by the examiner In the drawings which are the same size in each of the holes.. 
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
